Muster-out Pay

Tile steps w hich he specifically 
requested of Congress today wpre 
part of a program of m inim um as­ 
sistance 
for 
those 
serving 
their 
country 
whicli th e P resident out­ 
lined iii a radio address to the n a ­ 
tion last July. 
Tiiis tim e he om it­ 
ted, however, a proposal he made 
then th a t persons in the M erchant 
M arine be given m u sterin g -out pay.

forces, the P resident said th at about 
half of them would have no pro­ 
tection w hatsoever w hen they doff 
their uniform s. 
Benefit* for others 
will \a ry widely and in m any in ­ 
stances will be inadequate he said, 
so Congress ought to set up a u n i­ 
form system of allow ances *”ith a 
fixed rate of benefit

Mr Roosevelt rem inded Congress 
th at m em bers of the arm ed forces 
receive no credit for th eir period
